Twelve naval vessels, including de­ 
stroyers, m ine sweepers and patrol 
boats, cruised over a circle of. two 
miles around a buoy m ark in g the sup­ 
posed location of the subm arine. They 
swept over the sandy bed of the chan­ 
nel, 102 feet deep at the point, with 
nets and cables, trying to hook the 
lost ship. Among the w reckages of the 
w ar with which this “dead m a n ’s” bay 
is strewn, the task of locating the 
subm arine accurately was formidable.

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THE BUSES MUST BE REGULATED— 


Coordination cf all methods of transportation including rail­ 
roads, waterways, airlines, motor buses and trucks and all other types 
with each handling traffic in va ch it is the most efficient is the dream 
of the future. 
It is generally agreed that this procedure should be 
followed out but, under present circum stances, with several of them 
widely divergent because of the fact tho one is regulated by national 
authority and the other is not, it is hare y possible to bring about this 
co-ordination. 
Yet, it appears to be the logical step towards ironing out the 
difficulties and Leo J. Flynn, examiner of the Interstate Commerce 
commission, has come to the front with a recommendation that pro 
\ides the commission with permission to extend its authority to include 
he regulation of interstate motor-bus and truck operation that appears 
_o fit the needs to eliminate the present unjustified system. 
Motor transportation, in its own interests and the interests of 
.he public, should be allowed to offer the most attractive rates and ser­ 
vices possible consistent with its actual costs of operation, including 
the use of the highways. 
But these tariffs should be crystallized, as 
railroad tariffs have been, into some uniformity upon which the shippe 
and even the competing motor carriers can rely. 
Moreover, regula­ 
tion can make sure of the financial responsibility of motor transport 
operators and of their regard for public safety. 
But there are some things which regulation carmot do. 
It can­ 
not alone equalize the conditions of competition between motor and 
rail, which Mr. Flynn’s jfeport and other studies indicate is clearly 
necessary if satisfactory railroad service is to be maintained. He says: 
The question of taxation; of motor vehicles for hire operating 
on the public highways has so important an economic relation to the { 
highway competition confronting carriers now subject to its jurisdiction 
ihat the commission should direct attention to the necessity for ascer-j 
laming . . . whether or not motor carriers . . . are contributing toward 
the construction and maintenance of the public highways used by them 
en amount commensurate with their use of such highways as places of 
business. 
* 
This is largely a subject for state action. 
Federal regulation 
of interstate bus and truck operation is necessary and desirable for 
many reasons, but it should not be looked upon as a panacea. States 
should see that their own systems of regulation for intrastate motor 
carriers are functioning effectively and that they are distributing tax 
burdens equitably between railroads and motor lines in view of the 
latter’s use of the publicly'built highways.

Necklaces and breast plates of solid gold, pearls as big as 
doves’ eggs, jade ornaments that are beyond price, carvings of ala­ 
baster and amethyst, vases of gold and onyx— the treasures of the 
ancient tomb recently opened on Monte Alban, in old Mexico, seem 
to be the sort of thing archaeologists dream about but seldom see. 
Undoubtedly the discovery will be of great importance for the 
light it will shed on civilization in Mexico before the Spanish conquest. 
Even better, however, is the fact that its dazzling richness will lead 
many Americans to a new interest in that old civilization. 
One of the most romantic and colorful tales in all history is 
the tale of ancient Mexican civilization. 
Yet most of us never bother 
lo find out about it. 
We know that Montezuma ruled the Aztecs when 
Cortez came, and that the Spaniards took many a shipload of gold out 
cf his realm— but that’s about all. 
The details of the bizarre civiliza­ 
tion that the Spaniards found and destroyed are a closed book to us. 
And the book is well worth reading. 
If ever men stumbled into an enchanted land, those conquer­ 
ing Spaniards did. 
Small wonder that Bernal Diaz, their historian, 
wrote wildly and left ali power of criticism behind him! 
Enlightened 
and superstitious, rich and half-naked, polished and crude, refined and 
cruel— he Mexican civilization was a bundle of riddles, a mass of con­ 
tradictions that are not even yet entirely unraveled. 
Where did they come from, those ancient Indian civilizers? 
Where did they learn the arts and sciences that made their cities dazzle 
their conquerors? 
Where did they get that startling legend of a white 
god who came out of the Atlantic, taught them for a time and then 
va.led away into the east? 
Whence came their ornaments of jade— , 
found nowhere else in the new' world? 
Where did they get that old 
world emblem, the swastika? 
Why did they have a cross in so many 
of their sacred carvings? 
There are dozens of similar questions to be answered. 
The 
field is almost incredibly interesting. 
The man who is induced, by 
this new tale of a rich tomb, to do a little reading about ancient 
Mexico will find himself richly repaid.

The Reds 
have done their best to find some advantage for themselves in the 
muddied waters of the Spanish revolution, but there is little reason 
to suppose that they will be able, now or later on, to take possession 
of the government. 
Communism only really flourishes in one kind of soil— where 
there is a great deal of brutal and stupid repression, a great deal of 
hunger and hardship* and very little lesson to hope that there is going 
to be any change for the belter without a thoroughgoing overturn. 
Such conditions prevailed iii Russia, and Russia went Com­ 
munist 
and stayed that way. 
Spain, however, was hardly in the 
same class. 
Communism is such a drastic and bad-tasting medicine 
that no society turns to it unless it feels that its condition could not 
possibly b t any' worse-

I was looking for work and 
said to myself, “Here is where I get 
a job,” as it was work we laboring 
men wanted, not charity. I found the 
forem an and asked for work. He kind­ 
ly informed me that h'fc had no auth­ 
ority to hire but to go see the mayor 
down town. This I did and after be­ 
ing asked a few questions if I was a 
resident of the city and a voter of 
record, I informed him I was not. Now 
here com es the point. He very nicely 
explained to me that ho could not give 
mo employment for this reason. That 
those laboring men were all residents 
of their city, that 1hry paid taxes, they 
helped 
to 
m aintain 
their 
schools, 
churches and kept up 
the 
general 
prosperity of their city; that those 
men had homes partly paid for and 
bought their goods of stores at home 
>d owed store bills and other b^ls. 
—eforc he could not use me.

hen asked w hy he did not use 
m achinery, if it could not be done 
che 
:er. He said it m ight and in the 
long run, it m ight not. H e said I pay 
tbr-o men every Saturday night, by 
M onday night this m oney is nearly 
all 
[thai- back in our banks or bills 


are partly paid on homes or to our 
m erchants, or the various departments 
and next Saturday night I do the 
sam e thing and the money is here in 
1 town, whereas if this work w as done 
by some big m achine or trucks em­ 
ploying some IO or 12 men, our money 
would be sent east or som ewhere to 
pay for this machinery. Now w hat 
would our home men be doing? N oth­ 
ing but standing in a bread line and 
we would be compelled to feed them 
and they would lose their homes that 
are partly paid for and other bills go 
unpaid and I still think that this is 
the great problem of the present that 
will bring our great country back 
where it ought to be. Give the labor­ 
ing man work and he can buy the 
m anufacturers’ foods. If the laborer 
has no work he has no money and he 
has no buying power and from this 
the factory either has over produced 
and is caused to shut down, because 
we have nothing to buy with.
